escape last July for safe keeping, to 
await execution May 13 for killing Detec-

He was sentenced at 3 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon, after a trial lasting more 
than a week. 

Rudolph was summoned from the jail 
east of the court house at 2:35, just an 
hour after he had heard the drop of the 
trap that sent his partner, George Col- 
lins, into eternity. 

Rudolph walked bravely to the court- 
room and heard the verdict that was to 
seal his own fate with more fortitude than 
he had heard the announcement from 

uty sheriffs an hour before, that Col- 
had been hanged.

Growd expected it, first to 11 o'clock, then 
until afternoon, and finally to 1:35 with- 
out an explanation from the sheriff’s of- 
fice, 

From early morning the town was 
thronged with crowds of county folk, and 
those from larger towns. 

The effort to secure tickets for the hanc- 
ing, of which there was but 400, and of 
which but 250 could be used, was exciting. 

Residents of the county exerted their 
utmost political and family influence. Men 
from larger towns sought to buy them. 

Collins, who was “game” to the last. 
was ohne of the most curious and at the 
same time the most careless, of those 
showing interest in the execution. He 
tested the gallows when he stepped on the 
trap and died with no word to the crowd. 

His last farewell was to the jail guard. 
Before that he had bid a good-natured 
farewell to Rudolph after he had been 
permitted a whispered conversation. 

The death watch for Collins began Friday 
night with a visit from Rev. Father Daniel 
McEriané, chaplain of the St. Louls jail, 
who had met Collins before he was taken

Geldom have the civil authorities taken 
greater precautions against the escape of 
a prisoner than were taken at the Union 
courthouse and ja” during the trial which 
yesterday resulted in the conviction of 
“Fill” Rudolph, who has never been with- 
out a guard at his elbow. 

The yard surrounding the courthouse— 
which occupies the center of an entire 
bléck—presented the appearance of an

standing guard, armed with shotguns iIn- 
stead of rifles, and with the ever-ready 
revolver at hand. 

The courthouse ts a T-shaped brick build- 
ing of twb stories, the wing, an addition 
to the original building, extending toward 
the west. 

An iron fence, with gates on each of the 
four sides, surrounds the square, which Is 


studded with great shade trees. 

During the hours when Rudolph was in 
the courtroom from two to six men, 
armed with shotguns, patroled each side 
of this square, some of them outside the 
fence; the others inside. They always 
faced the cou?thouse, and their shotguns 
were always shifted so that with no more 
than the lifting of an arm they could be 
trained upon the building. 

At the south end of the: building, at 
which the judge's stand and the witness 
box on the second floor are located, addi- 
tional guards were statipned directly under 
the windows, guarding jagainst any possi- 
ble attempt on Rudoilph’s part to follow the 
plan which, as he told the Post-Dispatch 
in his celi Friday night, he thought his pal 
should have tried—that of springing out of 
the window and making a dash fdr liberty.

It was the biggest crowd 
Union had ever entertained and was being 
added to constantly.

As the morning grew on, the belief be- 
came genera] that Sheriff Bruch had de- 
layed the execution in hope of a respite. 

Around the courtroom, in the courthouse 
and wherever there was a possibility of 
reaching Sheriff Bruch, there was an ex- 
cited demand for tickets. 

Long-time residents of the county 
brought political and family influence to 
bear. Men from a distance sought to buy 
tickets. None waa sold. 

Persons known to be ticket-holders were 
sought by those who offered money or 
attempted to persuade the more fortupate 
one to “let me go; you can go next time.

He was unusually bright and gay in their

would. He went to Wyoming, and, at the 
Sheridan Inn. killed himself with chloro- 
form. He left a letter_to his wife ‘saying 
that no one was to blame for the act but 
himself.

Last September he was transferred to the 
Philippines, where he and his wife now 
are. Mrs. Cody went to San Francisco 
to bid them farewell. 

Col. Cody's last visit to North Platte 
was at Christmas two years ago, and his 
wife has not seen him since, except on the 
occasion of the funeral of Mrs. Thorp, two 
months ago. 

The first investment of the Codys in 
lands here was in 1876, when Cody, who was 
then out with a frontier play of Ned 
Butline, sent his wife the money with 
which she purchased 160 acres of land 
west of town. Their holdings now amount 
to about 3000 acres, 2000 of whitch is in Mrs. 
Cody's name. This includes the land on 
which are located the big ranch house and 
buildings. 

Mrs. Cody also owns a handsome resi- 
dence in the city, built at a cost of $10,000, 
and. elegantly furnished. Here she lives 
alone with her grandson and a young niece, 
keeping no servants.

WASHINGTON, March 26.—The states of 
Oklahoma and Arizona are created in a 
bill which has been completed by the Re- 
publican members of the sub-committee of 
the House committee on territories. . The 
Democratic members of this sub-committe 
have beén placed in possession of the bill, 
and after they have considered it for a 
few days a meeting of the full sub-com- 
mittee will be held. The two states men- 
tioned are composed of Oklahoma and In- 
dian Territory as “Oklahoma” and Arizona 
and New Mexico as-‘‘Arizona.’’ The ad- 
mission of the iatter two territories is 
not delayed by any restrictions of law, 
but may be effected as soon as a conven- 
tion can be called to form a state constitu- 
tion. 

The bill provides, however, that Oklaho- 
ma and the Indian Territory shall not 
admitted a state until the year 190, 
By this time all the Indian lands will have 
been allotted. The problem of providing 
proper revenues for schools, growing out 
of the fact that the Indian lands of Okla- 
homa and Indian Territory have been al- 
lotted In severalty to the Indians under a 
law which makes them non-taxable has 
been met by a provision for an appropria- 
tion of $400 out of the treasury. This 
money is to be used to establish and main- 
tain schools. The principal of the fund 
may be used to the extent necessary, tne 
balance’ being placed on-.deposit at 3 per 
cent interest to the credit of the state for 
the maintenance of the schools established. 

The state constitutions to be formed un- 
der the bill must contain an absolute pro- 
hibition of polygamy. Suffrage cannot be 
restrictéd except for ignorance, imbecility, 
age and sex. his will not prohibit woman 
suffrage if the constitution to be adopted 
shall so provide. cannot be 
restricted as such.

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BILL. TO PROTECT 
TRE PRESIDENT 


Providing That Death Shall Be the 
Punishment of the Assassin Any- 
where in the United States. 


WAGHINGTON, March 2.—The senate 
committee on judiciary today ordered a 
favorable report on a bill to protect the 
President of the United States. Several 
bills have been under consideration by 
both Senate and House committee since 
the assassination of Pres‘dent McKinley. 
Different bills passed both houses in the 
Fifty-seventh Congress, but the two houses 
could come to no agreement. The Dill re- 
ported today follows: 

“Section 1. That any persons who shall, 
within the limits of the United States or 
any place subject to the jurisdiction 
therof, wilfully and maliciously’ kill or 
cause the death of the president or vice- 


president of the United States or any of- 
ficer thereof upon whom the powers and 
duties of the ‘pr@sident have devolved un- | 
der the constitution*or the law shall suffer 
death.

WASHINGTON, March 2%.—The House 
committee on the judiciary has arraigned 
Judge Swayne of Fioridti before Congress 
in the most scathing terms, recommending 
his impeachment. The resolution offered 
by the committee is as follows: 

“Resolved, That Charles Swayne, 
judge of the District Court of the Unit- 
ed States in and for the northern dis- 
trict of Florida, be impeached for high 
misdemeanor.” 

In fts report the committee cites many 
reasons for the impeachment of Judge 
Swayne, but none more pathetic than the 
case of a young man who was driven to 
suicide rather tham go to jail unjustly by 
the action of the court. The report shows 
Judge Swayne to be ‘ignorant, malictous, 
cruel and wanton."’ 


Pathetic Case of 


Young Hoskins. 
The case of Young Hoskins ie particu- 


larly pathetic. 

W. H. Hoskins was a merchant, advanced 
in ye*rs but unable to read or write. His 
estate was valued at $40,000, on which he 


owed $10,000. 

“The evidence is full and convincing,” 
the report says, “that .a lawyer named 
Boone conspired with one Calhoun to put 
Hoskins in bankruptcy in order to plunder 
his estate.’ Calhoun sent a man to seize 
Hoskins’ books at one of his branch stores, 
Hoskins being a dealer in turpentine. He 
found certain books belonging to the firm 
of Hoskins & Bro., which had been left for 
a bookkeeper to make up. This book was 
taken away by a young son of Hoskins af- 
‘ter he had stated that it contained nothing 
about his father's business. Contempt pro- 
'cediings were begun before Judge Swayne, 
and the young man adjudged guilty, al- 
though, the report says, evidence was of- 
fered to show -that the book contained 
nothing whatever bearing upon the bank- 
|ruptey case. Young Hoskins went into hid-

“To such an extent does this belief pre- 
vail that lawyers advise:their clients to 
employ Tunnison in their business as the 
best and only wee to succeed in Judge 
Swayne’s court. e testimony satisfies 
the committee that Tunnison is dishonest: 
also that he indorser of a note of Judge 
Swayne that has been renewed for seveft 
successive years in the Pensacola bank.” 


FREE SEED FOR 
TEXAS FARMERS 


Railroad Distributes Cotton, Potato 
and Melon Seeds to Planters Im- 
poverished by Boll Weevil. 


THORNTON, Tex., March 2%.—Two car- 
loads of cotton seed, a carload of northern 
potato seed and a great amount of water- 
melon seéds have been distributed to the 
destitute farmers here by Stanley H. Wat- 
sen, industrial agent of the Houston & 
Texas railroad. : 

It is the object of this relief work not 
only “to provide cotton seed for a crop, 
but to ‘give the people something with 
which they ean make a crop earlier than 
cotton, thus providing them with funds to 
carry on their cotton work. 

The watermeon seed that were distrib- 
uted are the Alabama Sweet and the Brad- 
ford varieties, and sufficient seed were dis- 
tributed to plant 600 acres. There is very 
little competition in watermelons at the 
time the Thornton crop comes in and it 
is believed that this is the inauguration of 
a new and profitable industry in this com- 
munity. Mr. Watson made a short talk 
on watermelon growing. and distributed 
a lot of circulars prepared at: his office, 
explaining briefiy the principal things nec- 
essary to successful watermelon culture. 

Prof. E. C. Green, the assistant horti- 
culturist of the jAgricultural and Mechan- 
ical College, came up with Mr. Watson 
and made a most interesting address on 
the subject of Irish: potatoes, explaining 
the system which he had used so success- 
fully at the Troupe station last year and 
the experiments conducted at the Agricul- 
tural and Mechanical College. Special cir- 
culars, giving definite instructions on po- 
tato growing, had also been prepared by 
Mr. Watson, and each person to whom 
seed potatoes were given were also given 
instructions in writing to take home with 
him and guide him in making the crop. 


Mr. William Bamberge, special agent of 
the United States department of agricul- 
ture, was with the party and delivered an 
able address on cotton culture, ae 
at some jiength the plan in conection with 
Dr. Knapp'’se department. All of the cotton 
seed distributed will be grown under the 
supervision of Dr. Knapp, and Mr. Bam- 
berge has been detailed by Dr. Knapp to 
remain with the people of Thornton an: 
direct them in growing this cotton crop

Capt. Sibert, Who Served With Jack 
son, Says Women Were Not At- 
tacked Before Emancipation. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March %.—Capt. M. M. 
Sibert, who was provost marshal wit!) 
“Stonewall” Jackson during the civil war, 
was in the city recently, and told some 
interesting facts about the negro of that 
period and the negro of today. It would 
certainly seem that the change from the 
old order of things to the new has vot im- 
proved the morals of the negro race. 

“Tl was provost marshad with Jackzon, 
said he, “and during the whole war there 
was not a single instance of a negre 4&- 
saulting a white woman brought to my 
attention in the territory over which |! 
had jurisdiction. Now hardly’ three 
months passe by without such a crime be- 
ing committed in that territory. 

‘Then there were few of the white men 
left to protect our homes and our:-property, 
everything being virtually left in charge 
of our trusted negro slaves. And good 
guardians they were, too. We felt safe 
when they were there to look after things, 
for they were always loyal to their mas- 
ter’'s interests. On many a_ plantation 
there was not a white man left, ali being 
at the front, and fighting for the cause 
they held dear, but they had no fear but 
that al lwould be we!!. The women were 
left with no protection save our negroes. 
And all went well. 

But how different it is today! With all 
the safeguards that we can throw around 
them there are negro brutes who will 
break over every restraint and commit 
nameless crimes, knowing at the moment 
they do so that vengeance will overtake 
them. When one stops to think how often 
this occurs he cannot doubt that the race 
has grown worse instead of better. 

“It comes to me as a note of sadness 
when I hear-wf tha death of one of our old- 
time darkies. When they die they leave 
none like themselvés after them. They will 
become an extinc# race. They had to be 
the servants of ouf) wives, our sisters and 
our daughters, and they were trained up 
to feel the same chivalry for womanhood 
that we felt ourselves, and no truer gentile- 
men ever lived than the old-time darky, 
who had had proper training. The defer- 
ential raising eos had and a thousand and 
one little civ'litlies they showed outwardly 
told of real manhood within. 

“I think that if the world could know 
the old-time negro of the South as we 
knew him, and as we know him today. 
they would lament his paseing as sincerely 
as we. There is no character in our lit- 
erature which will have the same attrac- 
tion when it is justly portrayed that the 
old time darky will. He wae a product of 
slavery, not of a brutal kind such as is 
portrayed in ‘Uncle Tom's Cabin,’ but of 
a kind that made good, honest human be- 
inge out of negroes. 

“T have always thought that Harriet 
Beecher Stowe would esearch the South 
over today and not find a single negro 
born since the abolition of slavery who 
could measure up to her Uncle Tom in 
virtue and gentlemanly dignity. The 
Uncle Toms will not survive longer than 
+= last of the silave-born negroes sur- 
vive. 

“Slavery, of course, is out of the ques- 
tion, and everyone thinks it should be. 
But what we want is a system that will 
start the yvoung nerroes to work 4s soon as 
thev a old enough and keep them at it. 

“The statesman who will devise a svs- 
tem which is constitutional of apprentic- 
ing out every negro boy from the age of 7 
to 21. so that thev can be taught as their 
old forefathers were taught. will be doing 
the South the egreatert service that has 
vet been done. Te solution of the negro 
question is to teach them to work six davs

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SORTS OF COTTON 


Physiologist of Department .of Agri- 
culture Tells Southern Farmers 
How It Is Done. 


HOW TO CROSS THE PLANTS 


Dr. Edson Describes Methods of Hy- 
bridization of Cotton and Selec- 
tion of the Best 


‘ 


TERRBDLL, Tex., Mareh %.—Dr. A. W. 
Edson, asistant physiologist of the United 
States department of agriculture, now of 
this city, has just prepared the following 
article on breeding newevarieties of cotton 
and other work in progress at the Green 
demonstration farm here: 

“Everyone is aware that there are differ- 
ent varieties of most of our cultivated 
plants, but it is not so generally known 
how these varieties are produced. To some 
the breeding of plants seems to be some- 
thing mysterious. However, it is no more 
so than the breeding of animals. In both 
plants and animals the process of improv- 
ing an old breed or producing a new one 
essentiaMy the same. 

“Sometimes new kinds of plants are im- 
ported from other parts of the world and 
found to be well adapted to the needs and 
conditions of this,.country. More often 
such importations have to be modified by 
processes cf plant breeding, as herein- 
after described. 

“Occasionally a single plant or a few 
plants shows some new and sudden varia- 
tion. As a general ruie the progeny of 
such a plant reverts to the character of 
the ordinary plants from which the par- 
ent was derived, and the variation ts lost, 
especially if the plant is propagated by 
seed. But once in a greatw hile many, or 
even all, the offspring of such a plant in- 
herit the new characters and preserve them 
in succeeding generations. When these are 


propagated in sufficient numbers a new 
variety is formed. However, the plant 
breeder does not generally depend on find- 
ing new varieities suited to his needs, but 
deliberately sets to work to originate one 
having the desired characters. In nature 
no two plants are alike, One plant may 
vary in one direction and another in the 
opposite direction, and these fortuitous 
variations are more or less inheritable. The 
plant breeder simply selects the plants that 
posses the desired characted in the most | 
marked degree. F'rom the progeny of these 
plants he again selects the plants which 
comen earest to his ideal.

Growing plants in 
another climate sometimes causes changes 
80 great that the plants would scercely 
be recognized as belonging to the same 
species. The breeder considers half the 
battle won when a change of any kind, 
even directly opposite of what he wants, 
takes place in the plant. One change will 
be followed by others, and among these 
eventually will he found the variation 
sought. 

“If variations cannot be induced in any 
other way. or if it is desired to introduce 
some entirely new character which is al- 
ready present. in some related plant, it 
becomes necessary to resort to hybridiza- 
tion. The plant is crossed with another 
of-a related and desirable variety or spe- 
cies. The prageny of the first generation 
of this cross are generally all alike and 
intermediate in character between the two 
parents. The result is the same, no mat- 
ter which of the two varieties is used as 
the mother parent. In the second gen- 
eration the progeny break up into all sorts 
of variations. A part revert to the char- 
acter of the original male parent and a 
part are like the female parent. About 
one-half show all sorts of combinations 
between the two. Among these a few will 
probably possess the desired combination 
of characters. Selections are made, from 
these, and the process ts continued in a | 
similar manner through several genera- 
tions. In each succeeding generation a 
larger proportion of the plants come true 
to the desired type. provided. of course, 
selection is contined rigorously and there 
sno mixture of other piants. 

S Orne greater the difference between the 
two. original plants the greater and more 
stviking the resulting variations and the 
longer selection will need to be continued 
to again obtain a fixed variety.

“Chief, I’m Only a Probationary, 
Don’t Send Me Away the Men Will 
Say I’m a Quitter,” Pleads One of 
the Heroes. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 2%.—Two remarkable 
fires today gave this city a few hours of 
great excitement an@ won almost idola- 
trous cheers for the firemen. Seldom, if 
ever, has such necessarily spectacular work 
by firemen been witnessed, and probably 
never in the city’s history have such 
crowds beem on hand. 

Fifty thousand persons saw two big 
buildings at Nos. 69 and 61 Broadway burn 
at noon. These were in lower Broadway, 
just below old Trinity Church, right in the 
heart of the banking district. In them 
were the headquarters of the Morris, Ad- 
ams and Wells Fargo express companies, 
the Pinkerton Detective Agency and doz- 
ens of well-known brokers. 

Amazing as it seems, the loss will proba- 
bly not exceed $600,000. The buildings were 
old and sadly worn and were regarded as 
extra hazardous, , 

From the windows and roofs of the burn- 
ing buildings men were rescued by the 
firemen with great difficulty, because of 
the dense smoke and fierce flames, and all 
over the contiguous streets the remark- 
able sight was witnessed of men armed 
with pistolg and rifles guarding the boxes 
of treasure hastily removed from the burn- 
ing and threatened buildings in safes and 
tin boxes. 


Such a Display of 
Apparatus Rarely Seen. 


Such a display of apparatus as was 
drawn to this fire has rarely been seen in 
this city. Deputy Chief Binns, finding an 
inadequate force on hand, turned itn ‘“‘two 
nines.’ This notified every engine in the 
city to be in readiness, and called 37 en- 
gines, 12 hooks and ladders, a score or 
more of tenders, every fire patrol wagon 
im the city and an enormous force of fire- 
men. After a fierce fight, lasting about 
two hours, the firemen got control] of the 
situation. 

In spite of the suddeness of the fire and 
the perilous work that the firemen had to 
do, there were but two accident and they 
were slight. 

A few hours before this fire a really 
more desperate battle had been fought less 
than a mile away. In it 14 firemen were 
injured, 9 out of 11 members of Engine 
Co. 27 being sent to the hospital. The en- 
gine returned to its house with only two 
men. One was the engineer, who drove the 
engine back, and the other was a fireman, 
who drove the tender. 

The fire occurred in a ramshackle five- 
story brick building at No. 205 Duane 
street, three doors from West street. The 
ground floor of the building was occu- 
pied by a produce commission house. The 
upper floors were occupied by a broom fao- 
tory and was packed with tons of broom 
straw, wood and other highly inflammable 
materials. 


| The Yellow Smoke 


Deadly as Ammonia. 

The men of engine companies No. 6 and 7 
and 31 were already on the front. fire 
escapes and the water tower was pouring 
its stream into the windows of the top 
floor when the crews of engines 27 and 29 
charged the filmsy wooden staircase. The 
interior of the building was then filled 
with a dense yellow smoke that Chief Crok- 
er declared was almost as deadly as am- 
monia. The firemen went through it, how- 
ever, and gained the stairs. But the way 
was too narrow, and Batallion Chief Ross 
ordered the men of engine No. 29 to go 
back. 

Just then the rear windows on the sec- 
ond floor feli out and this, combined with 
the effect of the water pouring down from 
the top floor, caused a back Graft that 
poured a dense volume of the deadly smoke 
down the stairs upon the men of engine 
No. 27 and knocked them out in a minute. 
Three of them fell down the stairs and 
down the open elevator shaft at the foot 
of the stairs into the cellar. The others 
fell where they stood and lay as if dead, 
hidden by the pall of smoke that curled 
over them. 

Fire patrol No. 1 arrived a minute or two 
later and entered the ground ftoor of the 
building with their rubber blankets to 
cover the goods there. Lieut. Groves of the 
patrol heard the groans of the firemen on 


the stairs and ordered his men to the 
rescue. 


Rescued From 


Perilous Position. 

Others heard groans from the cellar and 
jumped down the elevator. shaft, landing 
in three feet of water. At the foot of the 
shaft they found Firemen Sullivan and Mc- 
Nichol lying unconscious on some empty 


boxes. With the assistance of Lieut. Groves 
they helped the unconscious men to the 
first floor and carried them to the street. 
Lieut. Groves conducted the rescue of the 
other men from the stairway, and, nag 
ing them out, laid them in a row on the 
truck platform in front of the building. 
All were unconscious and looked like dead 


men.

They went up Duane street a little 
way, and, after getting their lungs full of 
good air, went back to the fire and were 
overcome again and dragged out by Chief 
Croker and bundled off to the hospital. 

All this time Fireman Shea had not been 
missed. Walter Peck of the fire 
went into the cellar of the build with an 
ax to break the sewer pire an the 
water out of the cellar. It was then waist 
deep. In the rear of the cellar, half un- 
conscious, Shea was found by Peck, hdd- 
ing himself up in a half kneeling position 
by a big box, his chin just out of the water. 
Peck carried Shea to the street and put 
him tn an ambulance. He was taken to 
Hudson Street Hospital. 

When Batallion Chief Ross found that the 
men of engine company No. 27 were pretty 
nearly all down, he ordered Engineer Doo- 
nan to take command of those who were 
left. Doonan found only himself and Fire- 
man Hauser to command. After two hours’ 
hard fight the fire was t under control. 
It had done only $15,000 damage. 


FARMERS TAUGHT BY RAILROAD

to Plant and Cultivate. 
THORNTON, Tex., March 2%.—In addi-

If your land is plowed, run off rows 12 
feet a t from east to west, then cross 
these 

ake for seed ; 
pulverize the ground thoroughly; smoot 
off the top of the bed nicely. 

Plant by yin five seed on ton of each 
bed: shove these seed into the ground 
with your finger. Put your finger on and 
push down until your finger is in the 
1 pe to oo second joint. Smooth the 

ill over again. 

When your plants are ep about a week, 
thin to two piants to the hill. 

When the plants begin to run, take out

P Cultivate clean and often. shallow. Get 
farther away from the rows ev time. 
Cultivate h ways. Keep s clean 
and loose with a hoe.

Cut potato in four pieces; plant two dave 
after cutting; plant 18 inches apart in the 
rows. 

Cover with a light furrow from each side: 
do not x0 too deep. In about a week 
knock off rows with a light log or harrow. 

If your ground is dry. wait vntil it rains. 
You want early potatoes, put they will not 
grow in dry dirt. 

Cultivate clean and shallow. Keep a dust 
muich on the ground. 

Cultivate some more. 

Fertilize with well rotted barnyard ma- 
nure. met use it {f it is not well rotted. 

Apply manvre as follows: After planting 
as said in third paragraph, cover with a 
hoe; do not quite fill the row.

Therefore Mr. Roosevelt's ‘“‘man"™ does not 
appear on the White House pay roll in his

FREE LIBRARY IN RURAL PARTS. 


Texas Farmers Have Books and Peri- 
odicals Distributed to Them by 
Railroad Company. 
HOUSTON, Tex., March 2.—It was an- 
nounced some time ago that the passenger 
department of tne Southern Pacific was to 
arrange a free circulating newspaper library 
in the rural districts alo its lines to fur- 
nish reading matter to those who are not 
in a position to readily obtain it. The H- 
bra has been in force for some time and 
th eladies in charge of it report a most 
satisfactory beginning. During the first 
week 1500 newspapers and magazines were 
sent out to 3% sections on the lines of the 
Southern Pacific, and reading matter was 
distributed to 276 families. Mrs. Rosine 
Ryan, who is superintendent of the library, 
has been busily mn labeling the pa- 
pers and seeing that they were sent out. 
The idea of the circulating library, which 
disposes of old papers to good advantage, 
was conceived by Col. T. J. Anderson upon 
his recent trip to the West, as the result 
of persons at smal! stations requesting pas- 
sengers on the trains to give them old pa- 

7 passenger department of the 
Routhern Pacific secures scores of papers 
and magazines daily, and Col. Anderson de- 
cided to have them sent out to the people 
in the country on the «ne of the Southern 
Pacific. The matter was taken up with 
the present superintendent of the depart- 
ment and a plan woerked out.

rtment are kept and labeled by Mrs. 

yan and Mrs. Parks, and sent out to the 
sections along the road. The family at 
the section sees that they are distributed 
to the neighbors. 

Upon the announcement of the idea of 
the library the press indorsed the idea over 
the state, and the Individual citizens of 
Houston showed their approval by offering 
to contrfbute papers. A circular letter was 
prepared bv the Southern Pacific and sent 
cut requesting that old papers be cwn- 
tributed. The whole plan was well received 
in the city and many have aided in the 
movement. 

A more extensive plan of distribution has 
been suggested. The fact that the South- 
ern Pacific has taken the tiniative in the 
matter goes to show the alertness of Col. 
Anderson and other members of the de- 
partment to aid in the general betterment 
of the people on their lines. It is recog- 
nized by the officlals that reading, es- 
pecially of current news, makes better ¢iti- 
zens, and that better citizens increases 
prosperity. The advancement of the people 
means the advancement of the railroad, for 
the two are related closely. It is evident 
that the library, while a great help to the 
people, will, in the end, be a benefit to the 
railroad and the whole district. 


ARMS OF ANCIENT TIMES. 


Pistols of Long Ago Left by the Pi- 
rates on Site of Biloxi. 

BILOXI, Miss., March 26.—Some old reli- 
ics, which recall the history of ancient Bi- 
loxi, the first French settlement on the 
coast of what is now Mississippi, were dis- 
covered here today. This morning, while 
spading a piece of ground for cultivation 
at the juncture of Jackson and Cuevas 
streets, a workman unearthed several 
weapons of remote age. supposed to have 
belonged to some soldier or pirate who was 
killed or died at that spot, while it was 
yet a wilderness. 

The weapons found were of ancient type, 
consisting of a derringer of the style car- 
ried by Spaniards 20 years ago and a 
sword. so rust-eaten that its age and style 
carnot be determined. A pistol was aiso 
feund of more modern type, but quite out 
of date, when compared with the six- 
shooter of today. Some of the old citizens 
of this place think that these weapons are 
relice of the war of 1812-14, near the 
close of which war the British fleet under 
Pakenham cast anchor off Cat Island and 
sought the services of Juan Cuevas, a 
Spanish fisherman of Biloxi, as ft is a well- 
known fact that their scouts came to 
loxi. Pakenham’s threats, however, falled 
to induce Cuevas to accompany the Brit- 
ish vessels to New Orleans as a pilot; tn- 
stead, Cuevas sent a messenger to J n 
to warn him of the approach of the Jrit- 
ish.

BIG FISH WASHED ASHORE. 


PORTLAND, Ore., March 3%.—A cullar 
specimen of the whale variety has been re- 
ported on the Oregon coast, near Newport. 

I. G@. Crawford of Albany has just re- 
turned from a trip to Newport. where he 
made a picture of the head of the strange 
animal. The body was washed upon the 
beach during the recent storm which swept 
the coast. ft is about 15 feet long, and has 
the body of the whale. But its head seeins 
to have some of the characteristics of both 
the shark and the whale; besides some en- 
tirely new features. 

Residents of the vicinity say they have 
never seen anything like it on the Oregon 
coast. Nor do the books of natural history 
record anything that exactly agrees with 
thie strange antmal.

Mrs. Taylor recites in the bill that their 
relations became unpleasant six months 
ago, She charges that he has abandoned 
and failed to provide for her and further 
claime that she has written him asking 
that thelr relations be resumed, but he 
failed to comply with her request. She 
states that she knows he owns considerable 
property in Knoxville and Memphis and 
prays that a suitable alimony be granted

Mrs. Taylor is the second wife of the ex- 
governor. She was Mrs. Alice Fitts Hill 
when she married him at Tuscalgosa, Ala., 
Sept. 23. 191. Her father is Hon. James 
H. Fitts, a prominent banker in Montgom- 
eTy. 

It is learned that the ex-governor will 
not fight the bill, but will allow a decree 
to be entered and pay such alimony as the 
court directs. 

Friends of the ex-governor say trouble 
between the families of each and !tncom- 
patability of temper,are the cause gf the 
separation.

Robert L. Taylor has been, thred times 
governor of Tennessee, one term congress- 
man from the first district, and known 
throughout the country as a lecturer on 
“The Fiddle amd the Bow” and “Yankee 
Doodle and Dixie.”’ 

For 3% years the Taylors have been prom- 
inent politically in Tennessee. Few fam- 
ilies have been more fortunate than ex- 
Congressman N. G. Taylor and his two 
sons,-Robert L., “Widdling Bob,’ three 
times governor of Tennessee, and Alfred 
‘A. Taylor, formerly a member of Congress. 

The father entered politics in 1849 at the 
age of. 23 as a candidate for Congress 
against Andrew Johnson, afterward Presi- 
dent of the United States. Taylor was full 


of youth and ambition and had the ad- 
vantage of a college education obtained at 
Princeton, but Johnson was too experi- 
enced and resourceful for him and Taylor 
was defeated. 

In 1853 he was in a candidate, this 
time on a three-sided ticket. Brookins 
Campbell won, but died a month later... At 
a special election Mr. Taylor defeated A. 
G. Watson. In 1855 Mr. Taylor was a cai 
didate to succeed himself, but Watkins was 
again in the fleld and defeated him. 

From that time until] 1860 Mr. Taylor was 
active but unsuccessful. In that year he 
served as an elector on the Bell and bver- 
ett ticket. In 1861 he was prominent as a 
Union man and made many speeches 
throughout east Tennessee against seces- 


jsion and was elected in February, 1861, a 


delegate from Carter and Johnson to a 
state convention at Nashville; which w 
voted down at the same election. e 
During the latter years of the war Mr. 
Taylor canvassed some of the eastern states 
in behalf of the suffering Unionists_ of 
Bast Tennessee. with much success. In 
was elected to Congress 
. Miller and Gen. Thomas 
1868 the President named 
Mr. Taylor for Indian agent. 


In 1870 Mr. Taylor ran as independent 
candidate for Congress against Judge But- 
ler and Jeems White. but was delefated by 
Rutler. After that event he retired from 
politics. 

“Alf” Taylor's public career commenced 
in 1874. when he was elected to the legis- 
lature from Carter County. In 3876 he was 
on the Hayes and Wheeler electoral ticket. 
In 1878 he was an unsuccessful candidate 
for the Republican nomination for Con- 
gress against Maj. Pettibone. In 1880 he 
was on the Garfield and Arthur electoral 
ticket for the state at large. In 1882 he 
was again a candidate for the nomination 
for Congress, but withdrew before a ballot 
was taken. A few months later he was 
named as the Republican candidate for the 
icgislature by acclamation, but declined the 
hunor. In 1884 he was again an unsuccess- 
ful candidate for the Republ'can nomination 
for Congress against Maj. Pettibone. In 
1886 he was the Republican nominee for 
governor of Tennesseee and was defeated 
by his brother. R. lL. Taylor. In 1888 A. 
A. Taylor, after 10 years or waiting and 
defeat, was elected to Congress oyer D. P.

School children of the United States are 
adding their petitions to the request of 


President Francis of the World's Fair that 
Liberty Bell be brought from Indepéndence 
Hall to St. Louis for exhibition. The move 
ment is under the leadership of Prof. F. 
Louis Soldan, superintendent of the St. 
Louis schools, and the circulation of peti- 
‘tions, beginning in. St. Louis, has now 
spread throughout the United States. 

Paposes to them are the protests of pa- 
triotic socteties who insist that the bell 
should not be taken from Independence 
Hall. The intention of the Pennsylvania 
World's Fair commission is to place it in 
the rotunda of their state building with a 
guard of United States soldiefs or Penn- 
sylvania national guard. 

When opposition to the plan first arose, 
President ancis addressed a formal re- 
quest to Mayor Weaver of Philadelphia for 
the bell. Mayor Weaver, in-his reply, said: 

“The protests are chiefly from patriotic 
societies and are purely on the ground that 
the bell should not leavé Independence 
Hall. The protests had no reference to the 
destination of the bell.’’

BY EDUCATION IN WAYS OF CIVILIZA

They visit every school in the dis- 
ee | assigned. to them two or three times each year, going 
ae » true inte the capacity and effectiv’ industry of the 
op of the school, the character and efficiency of the 
t, and the moral conditions pertaining to the 
Aside from these supervisors there are five

One, that the American Indian shall remain in the country 
as a survival of the aboriginal inhabitants, a study for the 
ethnologist, a toy for the tourist, and a esicinaiua pensioner 
upon the bounty of the people; the other, that he shall be 
educated to work, live, and act aga reputable, moral citizen, 
and thus become a self-supporting, useful member of society. 


To educate the Indian in the ways of civilized life is to pre- 
serve him from extinction, not as an Indian, but as a human 
being. As a separate entity he can not exist. The pressure 
for land must diminish his resefvation to areas within which 
he can utilize the acres alloted to him, so that the balance 
may become homes for white farmers. Tos educate ‘the Indian 
is to prepare him for the abolishment of tribal relations, to 
take his land in severalty, and fm the sweat of his brow and 
by the toil of his hands to carve out a home for himself and 
family. 

Practical education is what he most needs—the knowledge 
of how to make a living, even under adverse circumstances. 
The first step is the acquirement of the English language. 
Without it he is powerless to transact intelligently the ofdi- 
nary affairs of life, to dispose of the products of his farm, 
or the increase of his herds. Indian schools ara, therefore, 
limited in textbook instruction to the ordinary common school 
branches. wenatend mathematics, geometry and astronomy 


have no place in the curriculum of schools supported by the 
government for Indian children. 


It is argued that the Indian should be taught the rudi- 
ments of the language, taught to work, and sent home with 
the understanding that he must work or starve. Officials 
who have studied the question say that this system will, 
In.a@ generation or two, regenerate the race. It will extc-- 
minate thie Indian, but will develop the man. They say, 
protecf him only itn so far that he may gain confidence 
in himself, and let nature and civilized conditions do the 

The Indian school of the present is not what it was a 
generation ago. Mistakes are being corrected, and, while 
the system is still imperfect, the schools are striving hard 
to, raise the Indian character and prepare the young gen- 
eration for the time when the parental hand of the gov- 
ernment must be taken away. 

“The question as to what will become of the children of 
the five civilized tribes in the Indian Territory is bothering 
the officials in the interior department, and it jis not unlike- 
ly ‘that, in the near future, some plan will bé adopted for 


their future education. Within the next three years, under 


the agreements tribal government must cease, thelr af- 
fairs be settled up, and the tribal funds be distributed pro 
rata. Under present laws, piblic schools can be organized 
only !n incorporated cities and towns. For the rural districts 
and many towns no adequate public school system can be 
established for the Indians and whites. With tribal govern- 
ment extinguished and money distributed to the Indians 
per capita, the question arises as to where the money will 
come from to support Indian schools. These nations are 


now rich, but it is a question whether they will be . ten 
years hence. The status of the thousands of négre ghil- 
dren is also of importance. They are now in separate schools 
in the Cherokee and Creek nations, but the Choctaw and 
Chickasaw nations do not permit them to share in their 
school fund. 

The Indjans of the Cherokee nation are probably the most 
enlightened of the five civilized tribes. Last year 160 teach- 
ers were employed in their primary schools. The Cherokeés 
came from Georgia and vicinity, and settled on lands pat- 
ented to them in 1840. It is an interesting fact that before 
the adjoining states were taken into the Union, these people 
had adopted a constipution making offictals elective, abolish- 
ing polygamy and recognizing the Christian religion, and had 
passed strict temperance laws. They were the first Indian 
tribe to establistt a free public school system... Missionaries 
were welcome, a native alphabet was adopted, and a print- 
ing press and newspaper were éstablished by the nation. 
Separate schools are maintained for Indians and negroes. 
The Cherokees and negroes do not intermarry or socially 
mingle. The total enrollment in the Cherokee schools last 
year was 6187, with an average attendance of 3641. The 
annual cost was $110,818. 

A large percentage of the Creeks are full-blood Indians. 
They have nine small boarding schools, six of which aré 
exclusively for Creek children, the remaising three admit- 
ting negroes. The total enrollment for the ‘past year was 
2557, with an everage attendance of 1950, the cost of main- 
taining which amounted to $73,358.

‘In the 10 years that women have been 
voting in Colorado, I believe they have 
done at least five times as much as all the 


rest of the non-voting women in the United 
States epat together; and I base this mod- 
est Claim upon the record of our statute 
books as compared with those of other 
states. For women stand, relatively, for 
the same thing everywhere, and their first 
care is naturally and inevitably for the

FORT WORTH, Tex., March 2%-—The 
Texas & Pacific road has issued an order 
in which it virtually announces that it does 
not care for any more livestock business. 
An extract from this order says: 

“On and after April 1, 1004, the. Texas & 
Pacific will have no Interstate joint rates 
On livestock 'in carloads with any connect- 
ing line. This, however, will not affect 
rates applying to interstate between pofnts, 
both of which share on the Texas & Pa- 
cific Railway. This notice of cancellat‘on 
applies on all kinds of livestock and car- 
ries with it the cancellation of feeding-in- 
transit and any other arrangements that 
have been entered into in connection with 
a joint interstate movement. This road 
will also decline to participato as an in- 
termediate carrier in joint interstate rates 
on livestock carloads. All connections have 
been advised In line with the above and re- 
quested to amend their tariffs effective not 
later than April 1, 1904." 

The order was issued by HB. L. Sargent, 
general freight agent. It was stated by 
the Texas & Pacific officials that unwar- 
ranted and unjust damage suits, claims 
for damages not based on facts and the 
like, had rendered the handling of cattle 
apenas too expensive to be profitably 

one 

The Texas laws make it compulsory on 
a common carrier to accept for transporta- 
tion all commodities tendered. But there 
is now no law that can force two or more 
roads to make through bills on interstate 
business, 

The effect of this order will mean much 
to the Fort Worth market. It will force 
shippers of live stock, whose cattle are not 
accessible to other roads to Fort Worth, 
or make them lIlable to delays. 

It will also mean that such cattle ship- 
pers will be forced to more or less incon- 
venience in getting their stock to other 
markets. 

Without dcubt, the railroads running to 
northern centers,.especially those ‘that ca- 
ter to the shippers of live stock, will step 
into the breach that will be created by 
this order of the Texas & Pacific and ar- 
range to transport the live stock to mar- 
nee from junction points without great de- 

ay

lines,’’ sai@ a prominent member of 
Texas Cattle Raisers’ Association—one who 
has been especially active in the campaign 
for the interests of the cattle raisers.

Contemplated That It Will Be Con- 
tinuation of Canal to Be Cut 
From Mississippi to Lake. 


AUBTIN, Tex., March 2.—No bill before 
Congress ie of more interest to Texas, and 
especially to the coast section, than that 
of Representative Garner of the Fifteenth 
district, providing for a survey of a coast- 
wise canal from the Sabine river to 
Brownsville. The bill has been favorably 
reported from the committee on ra‘lways 
and canals. It is as follows: 

“Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, that the 
secretary of war be, and he is hereby, 
authorized and directed to make, or cause 
to be made, an estimate of the cost of a 
coastwise canal near the margin of the 
Gulf of Mexico beginning at or near the 
mouth of the Rio Grande river, in the 
state of Texas, thence to or near Sabine 
lake at the head of Gabine Pass, in said 


state. 

‘Sec. 2. That of a @urvey heretofore made 
such data be used and estimates made 
therefrom as are practicable, and that such 
further surveys be made as are necessary 
to give complete and full information of 
the cost of excavating suoh canal; that sald 
estimate be made upon e canal to be of the 
width of 6 feet, of 80 feet, and of 100 feet, 
and to be of the depth of six feet at low 
tide; that In making such survey, estimate 
and report the same be divided and esti- 
mated as follows: First, the cost of said 
canal from the Rio Grande river to Aran- 
gas Pass; second, the cost of said canal 
from Aransas Pass to Brazos river; third, 
the cost of said canal from Brazos river to 
Galveston bay. and, fourth, the cost of 
said canal from Galveston bay to Sabine 
lake. 

“Sec. 8% That the sum of $5000 Is hereby 
appropriated to make sald estimate, sur- 
vey and reports."’ 

The favorable report on the bill which 
was prepared by Mr. Garner explains fully 
the need of such a canal, and the vast ben- 
efit that would accrue from it, not only 
to Texas, but to the commerce of the 
country generally. The report says: 

“The committee on railways and canals, 


to whom was referred the bill (H. R. 6751) 
providing for the survey of a coastwise 
canal in Texas, report as follows: 

“That the project contemplates the sur- 
vey for a coastwise canal from the mouth 
of the Rio Grande river in Texas to the 
Sabine Lake in Texas. This survey is to 
be made to ascertain the cost of cutting 
an ‘nside channel which will provide a nav- 
igation for craft drawing 6 feet and less 
at mean low tide. 

“It is contemplated that this canal will 
be a cuntinuation of a like canal to be cut 
from the Mississippi river to Sabine Lake, 
through tre statc of Louisiana on the east. 

“The completion of the canal will enable 
steaniboats or towboats and barges with 
a draft of six feet or less. such as form a 
standard for tre Ohio and Mississippi riv- 
ets and their tributaries. to run from all 

oints on the Ohlo and Mississippi rivers 

o the Rio Grande river, to an that

STATE GOES AFTER 
50,000 BEQUEST 


Attorney-General Crow Begins Fight 
at St. Joseph in Behalf of 
Charity. 


ST. JOSBDPH, Mo., March 2%—A_ suit 
against one of the oldest estates in this 
city, that of John Corby, has been filed 
in court here, in the name of Attorney- 
General Crow, alleging. that the will left 
by Corby at the time of his death has 
not been complied with. 

When John Corby dled he left a will 
providing that his wife should have the’ 
uge of his vast estate, at that time valued 
at nearly if not quite $1,000,000 during her 
lifetime. At her death it was provided 
that the balance of the estate, not used 
by his wife during her lifetime or disposed 
of by her, should be given té advance the 
cause of religion and charity. The clause 
of the will making that provision was as 
follows: 

“The balance of my said property will 
be given to advance the cause of religion 
and promote the cause of charity in such 
manner as my dearly beloved wife may 
think will be the most conducive in car- 
rying out my wishes." 

It is this clause of the will, the second 
one in the f{nstrument, on which the pres- 
ent sult is based. The will, in another 
clause, provides that Mrs. Corby may 
lease, sell or convey the property as she 
thinks best. Had she sold all of the prop- 
erty while she was living and disposed of 
the proceeds in any way she saw fit, she 
would have complied with the terms of 
the will. ‘ 

John Corby was a pioneer of this city 
and becarme immensely wealthy. He was 
one of the largest owners of real estate in 
the city, and at the time of his death left 
a vast amount of real estate and other 
property. He was born in Limerick in 
1808, and came to America when 12 years 
old. In time he engaged in business ag a 
railroad builder, and when he moved to 


St. Joseph in 1843 became a merchant. In 
he was married to Miss Amanda Mp- 


Me., and no children 
were born to them. 

The will left by Mr. Corby ts dated 
April 14, 1869, and she was given the power 
to distribute such of the property as she 
saw fit among the relatives. Mrs. Corby 
made large gifts to her husband's rela- 
tives while she lived, and to the Catholic 
church, of which both she and her hus- 
band were devout members. 


Corby’s Chapel 
Entirely Abandoned. 


John Corby himself had given very free- 
ly to the church while he lived. He ®ufit 
a chapel in the country a ehort distance 
from the city, a beautiful structure now 
covered with vines and reminding one of 
the old chapels in foreign lands, It was 
built at an enormous cost, but was seldom 
used, and has, since his death, been en- 
tirely abandoned, except that 

last resting place of the man who gaye 
it to the church, and several priests who 
were his closest friends while they lived. 

After his death his widow gave many 
gifts to the church and charitable institu- 
tions of the Catholic faith, among them 
being a tract of ground adjoining the Cor- 
by Chapel, containing more than a hundred 
acres and very valuable. Mrs. Corby also 
sold many tracts of land and much of the 
property, while other, property in_the city 
was 'mproved. At the corner of Fifth and 
<>) “Bigg street she built a large business 
block. 

At the death of Mrs. Cordy five years 
ago the property left by her went to her 
sister, Mrs. Zeiida Forsee, there —s no 
heir. There are séveral relatives of John 
Corby in the city, but they_ could not 
claim title to the property under the will 
left by him. Mra, Forsee has also sold 
many of the tracts in this city, one of 
them being the lots on which the aud» 
tourlum is to be built, a half Diock of 
round, and the lots on which the Modern 
Voodmen will erect a ternople. 

By the suit that has been instituted 
in the name of the attorney-general the ti- 
tle to this property will not be affected. 
The suit has been brought against Mrs. 
Forsee for the amounts for which these 
lots were sold, the title to remain undls- 
turbed. 

It is likely that there will be a great 
deal of litigation over the estate, result- 
ing from the suit that has been insti- 
tuted within the past few days. The 
will is very indefinite, and makes no pro- 
vision for the gift of the property in 
any specific way. It simply says that 
the remainder of the estato, at the death 
6f his widow, shall be given “to advance 
the cause of religion and promote the 
cause of charity. The. will also pro- 
vides that this disposition of the will 
shail be made in such manner ag his 
widow desires. Since Mrs. Corby did not 
leave any expression of her desire for 
the distribution of the remainder of the 
estate, and it ie doubtful if it can now 
be used for the purposes that Mr. Cor- 
by intended that it should be used, 

At the time of Mrs. Corby’s death, Jan. 
10. 1899. the remainder of the Corby es- 
tate waa then valued at about $600,000. 
It is principally in real estate, and is 
said to be worth more than $600,000 
now. Aside from this estate Mrs. For- 
see has property worth $125,000 in her

Sea to Cost $180,250,000. 


WASHINGTON, March 2%.—Consul-Gen- 
eral Watts at St. Petersburg has ‘nformed 
the state department that W. von Ruck- 
teschell, a Rusgian engineer, has worked 
out and presenfed to the Czar plans and 
specifications for the proposed Riga and 
Cherson canal, which is to connect the 
Baltic with the Black Sea. starting from 
Riga. a port on the Baltic and ending at 
Cherson. a port on the Black Sea, a dis- 
tance of 1468 miles. 

The canal will cost about $190,250,000 and Is

It bréathes a distinguished 
sense of rectitude and importance, but is 
tempered with a certain gentle complai- 
sance toward others. To his fellow Sen- 
ators he is the pink of courtesy, and if 
by misadventure he feels impelled to differ 
from one of them in debate he mentions 
the matter in ferms of the most poignant 
regret. 


As a speaker he ts laborious and dignified, 
but not inspired. Nor is he in haste to ex- 
press himself\on any subject. He prefers 
to wait until the subject has been well 
thrashed out by others, and may be seen 
at such time listening carefully to every 
word and evidently making mental notes of 
the most effective arguments. At length he 
is prepared for the fray, and, with the 
grave deportment of one who has studied 
the question profoundly and formed pow- 
erful convictions, makes a telling speech 
comprising the best points scored by the 
previous speakers.

Only One Person Ont of Two Large 
Factions Survives Reign of 
Assassination. 


CATTLEMEN VERSUS SHEEPMEN| 


Bitter Feeling They Engendered in|; 
Tonto Basin Still Lives and Ac- 
counts for Frequent Murders. 


Bpecta!l to the Post-Dispatch. 

SANTA FE, N. M., March 24.—The recent 
killing of two sheep herders in the Tonto 
basin country, just over the boundary line 
in Arizona, harks another chapter in the 
Tewksbury-Graham feud—the most desper- 
ate feud in the history of the Southwest. 

While none of the Tewksburys or Gra- 
hams was concerned in this last killing— 
only one of the original feudists being alive 
—there is no doubt that the same causes 
which had led to the death of more than 
thifty men in recent years caused the tragic 
end of the sheep herders. 

Th esheep men, William Berry, Jr., and 
‘“Tod"’ Gonzales by name, crossed the dead 
line drawn long ago by the cattle men in 
the Tonto basin country and their bodies 
were found riddied with bullets and their 
Sheep killed or scattered. 

The Tonto basin war, as the Tewkesbury- 
Graham feud is called in Arizona, was the 
first sharp clash of the sheep and cattle in- 
terests of the Southwest. As a rule the 
fights of the sheep and cattle men are 
short, but the Tonto basin war continued 
several years, victory being first with one 
and then with the other. The Grahams and 
the Tewksburys were ranchers in the Ton- 
to basin. They dwelt in frienldship until 
the Tewksburys—six young fellows of mixed 
Irish and Indian blood—began to run sheep 
into the basin. The Grahams were cattle 
men, and the sight of sheep grazing on 
ground which they thought sacred to the 
American steer was too much for them. 
They remonstrated in vain. The Tewks- 
burys were not of the kind to give way 
when their minds had been made up. They 


brought in more sheep and the Grahams 
declared war. 


Cowboys Regarded 
Ruction as a Lark. 


The cow punchers connected with the 
Hashknife cattle ranch in Arizona were en- 
listed on the side of the Grahams. The 
cowboys naturally entered the feud in high 
os. They looked on the “‘ruction’’ with 

é sheep men as a lark. One of the Tewks- 
burys’ herders was caughi on land claimed 
a5 a4 part of the Hashknife property. He 
refused to withdraw, and his collie dog was 
killed as a warning. To kl a sheep 
man’s dog is the greatest ingult that can 
be put upon a herder. The herder reported 
the matter to the Tewksburys and war was 
declared. ‘Oo men were sent back with 
the herder to gather up the flock scattered 
by the cowboys. The cow punchers sur- 
rounded them. After a day of fighting, in 
which much lead was wasted, the herders 
managed to steal away in the night to the 
headquarters of the Tewksburys. 

Sherif!’ Houck of Apache County was a 

man and promptly allied himself 
with the Tewks>ury interests. He started 
to get warrants for the arrest of the Gra- 
hams. He had 10 miles to cover. and dur- 
ing his absence matters came to a crisis 
The Hashknife crowd and the Grahams 
were reinforced bv reckless punchers from 
across the Hogollon moutnains. 


How the First 
Battle Opened. 


The Tewksburys heard of the arrival of 


additional Hashknifes, but were not daunt- 

ed. With Indian cunning they moved their 

camp five miles down the valley to a hut 

phayradg they could command a view of the 
roach from all directions. 

he six Tewksburys were In the house 
getting dinner one day when five horsemen 
rode up. The horsemen were strange cow- 
boys from across the mountains. As they 
rode up in’ front of the house “Jim” 
Tewksbury stepped out. His keen eye no- 
ticed that every horse had a Hashknife 
brand. The leader of the cowboys asked if 
they could get dinner. Tewksbury said 
significantly, ‘We don’t keep a hotel.” 

e tone of the re ly tald the cowboys 
that they were talking with one of the 
Tewksburys, and immediately the battle 
opened. “Jim” Tewksbury shot one of the 
men off his horse, and from the house the 
other sheep men fired a withering volley 
into the cowboys. “Bob” Glasby, a cow- 
boy, was killed, and ‘“*Tom’”’ Tucker, leader, 
went down under his dead horse, desper- 
ately wounded. Tucker was hit five times. 
but empiled his revolver at.his opponents. 

The cowboys were demoralized at the 
loss of their men. The Tewksburys could 
have killed all of them, but refrained. One 
of the wounded cowboys was taken into the 
hut and his wounds were dreseed, after 
which he was left where his friende eould 
get him. 


Cattlemen Laugh 
at the Sheriff. 


When the sheriff “came : 
warrants the cattle men 
scorn.

They ob- 
tained reinforcements and surrounded the 
seene of the conflict. They found only the 
deserted cabin, howeyer. The Tewksburys

After several days ‘“Jim’' Tewksbury 
went to get some water from the spring.

Jim reached 
the spol without being molested, but on 
his return he noticed the trail of a man 
across his own in the dew. He hung the 
water canteens across his shoulders and 
got his rifle ready for use. 

A cry from his brother warned him. 
Without turning he fired over his shoulder, 
and then fan to camp, where he learned 
that a cowboy had Gropped when he fired. 
—e been followin sheep man. Ii 
woes learned iater that the shot struck 
the cowboy in the thigh, breaking his leg, 
and the man bled to death before his com- 
rades could remove him from under the 
Tewksburys’ guns. The siege was raised. 
ami both sides rested on their arms tem- 
porarily. 

Whl Graham wae killed two weeks liater 
when returning home from a dance in Phe- 
nix.

He repeats some of the 
old indictments against crudities of man- 
ners and of culture, and he adds some 
new strictures of his own, but at the same 
time he does justice to the energy, the in- 
telligence and especially the kindness and 
hospitality of all the people whom he met. 

Here was the preconceived vision of 
America which he had in mind before he 
started:

Jacl Munroe has a térrible punch that 
promises to be worth its weight in gold 
to him. It is a crusher, the right fist 
hurled against body or short ribs with all 
of the big fellow’s weight behind it. The 
man it lands on will either drop to the

inanition when the mighty John overthrew 
all the ancient traditions as to form and 
astonished the world With his simple plan 
of battle. He never maneuvered. He 
rushed upon his wetim like a charging 
lion. With his heavy left arm he chopped 
down his victim's guard. Then he shot 
his right fist upon the clfin like a cannon- 
ball, or swung the right forearm upon the 
neck like a glub. In either case the result 
was the same—deep sleep for the victim, 
great applause for John. 


Short Swine to the Jaw 
Blow That Made Jeffries, 


The punch with which Jim Jeffries de- 
throned Fitzsimmons was a short swing, or 
hook, of the left fist. It caught Bob on the 
jaw early in the fight and dropped him to 
the gJoor. He got up weak and daged, and 
never was the same again. 

Champion Jeffries has always shown won- 
derful natural swiftness in swinging either 
fist. He lunges slowly, but his swings are 
fast. His long, thick left arm extended 
like a warning of danger. e enemy 
comes too close—crack! goes the left hook 
on his jaw and he is down and* out.

This 
writer believes that Munroe’s punch is 
somewhat the heavier. Tom Sharkey has 
felt the full force of both, but honest Tom 
would convince you that neither one could 
hurt @ fly.

On the night of the battle Sharkey 
rushed in, sw.nging both arms with aw- 
ful rapidity. Munroe was not quite ready. 
Tom's right fist caught him in a full 
swing on the jaw. Down dropped Munroe 
like a log, but in a few seconds his re- 
markable vitality asserted itself and at the 
connt of nine he arose smiling and squared 
himself to renew the fray. 

Again Sharkey rushed in, wildly swing- 
ing those fists whose impact can crush 
gsione. Munroe was ready this time. The 
knockdown had awakened his fighting in- 
stinct. 

As Sharkey plunged forward Munroe 
darted in to meet him, eheltering his face 
and neck behind his bent left arm. At the 
same time Munroe'’s right fist thudded 
against Sharkey’s left short ribs with every 
ounce of his energ y ree 

lt was as if a troll ley car a@ run against 
the seilor. His mouth flew open and his 
eyes glared in a sudden access of agony. 
The breath was driven out of his body, and 
his features were contorted as he threw 
his arms around Munroe’s. neck and 
clinched in a desperate effort to save him- 
self. Munroe gently but firmly pushed him 
away. Sharkey rushed in again only to 
run into that crushing right. 

What will Munroes pet punch achieve 
againt Champion Jeffries? here, indeed, 
isa problem. Jeffries has equal youth with 
Monroe, greater speed, an inch and a half 
more of height, two inches more of r h, 
20 pounds more of weight and at least 
three tumes as much fighting experience. 

It is hard for an unprejudiced mind to 
see how Munroe can overcome all these 
advantages. Nevertheless, it is certain he 
will go into the ring calm and confident. 
The battle will be a struggle of wonderful 

ants. It ought to be the most thrilling

Page avenue and St. Charles 
rock road. 

All this land is now covered with stately 
homes and instead of the sound of the 
thoroughbred’s hoofbeat there is heard the 
laughter of children and the joyous shout 
of the schoolboy. There is not the faint- 
est trace of the Cote Brilliante track to- 
day. / 

The Cote Brilliante track was owned by 
one man, Samuel Hecker, who is known on 
every race track on the continent of 
North America. He bought it at a public 
auction and operated it successfully until 
1885. when the whole plant, including 
gTrundstand, barns and fences, 
burned to the ground.

HERE is a plenty of romance in Union Station 
life.

T THE present moment tlje entrance 

to the Eads bridge is, spectacular- 

ly, an eyesore to the public. - If 
permitted to exist during the World’s Fair 
period it will be a source of astonishment 
as well as acute disappointment to all 
World’s Fair sightseers. They will marvel 
that a World’s Fair city has been con- 
tent to present such a squalid pieture to 
jis guests. 

The Eads bridge and the levee front of 
St. Louis will be visited by hundreds of 
thousands throughout the World’s Fair 
period. The former is conceded to be one 
of the world’s greatest engineering tri- 
umphs. The details of its construction, 
the difficulties overcome, the final suc- 
cess attained, are facts as familiar to 
intelligent Europeans as to the people of 
this country. The structure thus world- 
renowned is as beautiful as it is mas- 
sive, practical and useful. 

The river front of St. Louis, the historic 
levee and all the characteristic surround- 
ings, are regarded as among the most in- 
teresting sights of the city. Around them

There is another way that the test of patriotism scems 
to me to be especially touching and to border onthe tragic, 
yet one hears no complaint, sees no sour faces- -only willing 
compliance.

He is led by a rope, never goes 
out of a walk at the slow pace set by hia master, who 
walks directly in front of him, as a rule, and the horse, 
therefore, thas not the slightest idea of a gait when any 
possible emergency pushes him out of this walk. 

His feet are at once desperately in his way, and his 
soldier rider has to take “pot luck” and do the best he 
ean as the beast breaks from a trot into a pace, a canter 
or a disjointed collection of any and all of these at once. 
He literally has no idea of a gait, and as a rule his rider 
has no idea of training him into one, 

It is hard on the hofse amd). harder on the rider, but, 
nevertheless, it is said they are extremely hardy, sure-foot- 
ed little animals, that they eat little and are in many re- 
spects like thé ponies used by our American Indians, and 
are, after all is said, very good War horses to carry these 
small men and subsist on scant food.
